The actunl powered flight 
lasted only about four minutcs 
after the stub-winged croft, 
half alrplane and half rocket 
ship, was released from a B-52 
bomber. The “mother” plane 
was flying at 38,000 fect when 
the engines of the X-15 cut in 
for the first time. 


Greater Speeds 

The Air Force ea North 
American declined to relmite 
exact performance figurea, but 
the Ab Force didi ny the X-15 
flew at epeedy . betwotn .1,300 
am 1400 miles ‘rei hour, 
reaching en akNtud2 “in exccos" 
of 50,000 fect. The preliminary 
Teport Indicated, the powered 
filght lasted six‘ mirutes, but 
calculations placed the 
Ngure at four. 

It was explained the shorte> 
filght resulted because of a 
vuperior performance.
